Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Siegel 

et al. 

In figure 2 Siegel et al illustrates a laser driving circuit for transmitting data burst. 
The driving circuit has a pre-bias gating signal (196), a current bias (lb) and a current 
modulation (Im), which will provide the pulse current. The driving circuit provides a 
thermistor (198) for temperature compensation of the laser diode and a monitor diode 
(1 64) for feedback of the laser diode.
